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Regarding applicant's argument that that the combination of Pentecost and Tanaka does not teach merging a file from a copier pipeline 
and a printer pipeline, examiner disagrees. One of skill in the art would recognize that the method of Pentecost for combining raster image 
files (combining corresponding pixels) would not change based on the origin of the raster image file. That is to say, simply because a raster 
file came from a scanner (i.e. copier) does not mean that its raster pixels cant be merged with raster pixels from a PC destined for a printer. 
Therefore if the scanner raster image files of Tanaka were input to the DMU of Pentecost along with Pentecost's own printer pipeline data, 
the raster files could be merged without error and the feature in question would be taught. Regardless, even if Pentecost did not teach the 
feature of merging printer and copier files, Tanaka teaches this feature in previoulsy cited column 6, lines 1 5-20 and even more clearly in 
column 4, lines 45-53, which states that data from memory (printer pipeline) is merged with data from the scanner (copier pipeline) using an 
OR circuit. Hence the feature is certainly taught by the combination of Pentecost and Tanaka. 
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
